A TEENAGER who "took the law into 
her own hands" has been locked up for 
the little-known offence of taking 
revenge. 

Chelsea French sobbed uncontrollably as 
her sentence was handed down at Oxford 
Crown Court on Monday. 

The 19-year-old assaulted Gabrielle Haire 
on September 1 as part of an ongoing feud 
between two families lasting two years, the 
court heard. 

The victim had earlier gone to the police 
after French's sister's partner, Jason 
McMurray, had smashed Miss Haire's win¬ 
dows. He was subsequently convicted of 
causing criminal damage and ordered to pay 
a fine and costs. 

French, of Howard Road, Banbury, was 
convicted by jurors of taking revenge at a 
trial last month. 

Tony McGeorge, defending, said the 
assault was "a totally uncharacteristic inci¬ 
dent which she very much regrets". 

He said the teenager had recently 
resigned from a job at a Frankie and Benny's 
restaurant but had lined up an interview at 
another branch. 

Taking revenge is a charge forming part of 
the Criminal Justice and Public Order Act 
1994 and, like witness intimidation, relates 
to a person harming or intending to harm 
someone concerned in criminal proceed¬ 
ings.

Woman, 19, sent to jail for revenge attack

McMurray was sentenced for criminal dam¬ 
age just hours before French assaulted Miss 
Haire. 

Judge Anthony King jailed French for 56 
days, telling her: "The partner of your sister 
had committed the offence of criminal dam¬ 
age by smashing the windows of the home 
where Gabrielle Haire was then living. 

"She had had the courage to go to the 
police to report what had occurred and who 
had done it. 


"It's clear that you and others took offence 
at the fact that she had had the courage to deal 
with the matter in the proper and legal way." 

He added: "I know there has been an 
unhappy history between your family and 
Miss Haire and that's why I suspect Mr 
McMurray was smashing the windows of the 
house where she lived, but this feud has got to 
end and it's wholly and utterly unacceptable 
that you should be taking the law into your 
own hands and using physical violence. 

"When you saw her on this particular occa¬ 


sion you decided to use physical violence 
towards her in revenge or retaliation. 

"You deliberately went over to her and 
deliberately used violence, and more than one 
blow, causing her some injury and making it 
clear that you were promoting the problems 
that should have ended. 

"This is not merely an offence of assault but 
was an act of revenge because she had dealt 
with the matter properly." 

French cried hysterically as she was led 
away.

■ Council wins share of Government cash to help fill empty shops 

High street to get a 
£100k Portas boost

OXFORDSHIRE'S ailing high 
streets were given a boost last 
week with a £200,000 pot to help 
fill empty shops. 

Cherwell and the Vale of White 
Horse district councils were each given 
a £100,000 slice of the Government's 
£10m High Street Innovation Fund. 

The cash has been allocated to areas 
with the most empty shops and could 
be used to cut rates for new businesses 
opening in empty properties. 

It comes after retail expert Mary 
Portas told Government a new 
approach was needed to breathe life 
into town centres. 

Nigel Wild, president of the 
Oxfordshire Chamber of Commerce, 
said: "It is excellent news - seeing 
empty shops is not a good thing. 
Businesses could be supported to start 
as pop-up shops until they become 
established." 


Margaret Coles, chairman of the 
Oxfordshire branch of the Federation of 
Small Businesses, said: "Areas such as 
Banbury High Street need revitalising. 

"If they offer small businesses rate 
relief, that would encourage them 
because that is what is killing them at 
the moment. 

"But I don't know if that amount of 
money is going to make a huge amount 
of difference." 

Ms Portas is linking up with the 
Government to give 12 towns a share of 
another pot of £1 m to help turn around 
their 'unloved and unused' high streets. 

Oxford, Didcot, Abingdon and 
Carterton last week all applied to be 
one of the 'Portas Pilot' towns. 

The winners will be announced in 
May. 

lain Nicholson, co-founder of the 
Oxfordshire Town Chambers Network, 
said: "Mary Portas has done a brilliant 
job creating a buzz around such an 
important issue and it is encouraging to 
see funding streams becoming avail¬ 
able to build on the hard work that's 


already under way to maintain the 
vibrancy of Oxfordshire's high streets." 

Virtually all of Ms Portas's recom¬ 
mendations have been accepted by the 
Government and it has added more 
incentives. Measures include: 

■ High Street Innovation Fund started 
with £10m of taxpayers' money to 
bring empty shops back into use. 

■ The establishment of 12 towns as 
'Portas Pilots' - with £1m to help fund 
improvements to their centres. A sec¬ 
ond round will also take place. 

■ A £1m Future High Street X-Fund 
which will be awarded to the towns 
which have done most to revitalise their 
high streets in a year's time. 

■ A National Markets day to boost 
local markets and encourage entrepre¬ 
neurs to trial their ideas. 

■ A £500,000 fund for Business 
Improvement Districts to help town 
centres access loans. 

■ The establishment of 'Town Teams' 
made up of key players in the local area 
including the council, landlords and 
business owners to drive change.

Almost £lm 
for parking

OXFORDSHIRE'S main hospi- 
tals made £900,000 from park¬ 
ing charges in the past year and 
ploughed it all back into patient 
care. 

According to the Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust - which 
runs the John Radcliffe, Churchill 
and Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre in 
Oxford, and Horton in Banbury - 
the car parks netted £2.6m last year. 


A spokesman said: "There are 
costs of £1.75m for running and 
maintaining the car parks, including 
security and energy (lighting). 

"The trust made a surplus of 
£900,000 at the end of the last 
financial year 2010/11, which went 
back into patient care." 

The first 30 minutes of car parking 
on the trust sites are free of charge 
but it increases by £1 per hour there¬ 
after to a limit of £10 for up to 12 
hours. 

Some patients and visitors may be 
entitled to discounted or free park¬ 


ing, such as when they have to 
attend regularly and frequently for 
an extended period. 

A national survey by data compa¬ 
ny SSentif showed more than a quar¬ 
ter of hospital trusts had increased 
car parking charges for patients and 
visitors. The current OUH public car 
parking charges have been in place 
since 2007. 

A spokesman said there were no 
plans to increase charges further. 

Hospital parking is free for most 
people in Northern Ireland, Wales 
and Scotland.

A VILLAGE in rural Oxfordshire is about 
to become the first in the UK where 
everyone can get the fastest broadband 
speeds possible.

It means residents will be able to down¬ 
load a song in under a second and a full- 
length high definition film in under 20 
seconds. 

Deddington Parish Council chairman 
Jim Flux said: "We are excited to be the 
first community in the UK to be piloting 
this latest innovation. 

"Deddington is helping pave the way 
for services of the future." 

Work will begin in the next few weeks 
and by 2013 all residents and businesses 
in Deddington, Clifton, Hempton and 
Barford St Michael will have access to 
downstream speeds of up to 300 megabits 


per second. They currently have speeds of 
between two and four mbps. 

Although 300mbps is available to a 
small number of individuals across the 
country, this is the first time an entire 
community will have access to the tech¬ 
nology. 

BT project director Phil Allington said: 
"We hope this will change the lives of 
people in Deddington. 

"It is a huge jump. People in the village 
will all have access to the highest speed 
available in the UK." 

With copper, Internet speed decreases 
the further a household is from the 
exchange, whereas fibre cables offer 
equal speeds for everyone. 

Oxford currently has speeds of about 
eight mbps, although it varies depending 
on exact location. 

The Deddington exchange was chosen 
for its size, as it serves about 1,400 lines. 
It is hoped eventually all copper services 
across the country will be replaced with 
fibre optic cables.

Well, I am almost half way 
through my new fitness 
programme at Energie 
gym in Banbury.

FOUR companies are 
bidding to run the Great 
Western rail franchise 
from next year. 

Current operator First 
Group - which rejected an 
option to extend running 
the franchise under the 
current terms from 2013 
to 2016 - has submitted a 
tender bid r along with 
Stagecoach, National 
Express and Arriva, a 
subsidiary of the German 
state rail company 
Deutsche Bahn. It owns 
Chiltern Railways and 
Crosscountry Trains, the 


county's other two rail 
operators. 

A successful bidder will 
be announced in 
December. The new 
contract will begin in April 
2013 and is expected to 
last 15 years. 

Meanwhile, usage of 
Banbury Station rose by 
8.8 per cent between April 
2010 and March 2011, 
from 1,706,264 to 
1,857,004. 

The number of 
passengers using Bicester 
Town Station, on the 
branch line from Oxford, 


has risen from 104,788 in 
2009/10, to 157,446, a 
rise of 50.2 per cent. 

Bicester North has seen 
an increase of 8.9 per 
cent, from 1,126,838 to 
1,227,590. 

Islip Station, also on the 
Oxford branch line, has 
got busier, where 27,836 
journeys started or ended 
in 2010/11, compared to 
23,722 the previous year, 
up 17 per cent. 

Oxford Station saw 
passenger numbers rise to 
5,797, 984 last year from 
5,427,286 (6.8 per cent).

Richard 
Bradley said: "They went brilliantly, 
we had about 40 people attend and

Banbury will be celebrating with a 
1950s-themed street party and resi¬ 
dents in Bicester will enjoy events 
including a beer festival, fireworks 
display, a street party and Jubilee 


carnival. 

Town MP Tony Baldry is heavily 
involved in organising Banbury's 
Jubilee celebrations, including 
spearheading a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to hold the biggest street party 
in the county. 

In Risinghurst, Oxford, residents 
are calling out for volunteers to help 
organise a patriotic picnic on the 
playing fields in Grovelands Road. 

Councillor and resident Roz Smith 
said: "We'll be having games, a tug 
o' war, a best dressed competition, 
music, and lots of other things going 
on. 

"Now we just need a few more 
people with some time to spare and 
we can make it all happen." 

It's not just in the city that people 
are in a party mood. 

DidcotTown Council is building a 
new garden outside the civic hall, 
whilst Witney launched its events, 
which include the lighting of a bea¬ 
con. 

There are also events planned in 
Wallingford, Wantage, Thame, and

■ Cancer group is set up 

'There is 
help for 
patients' 



A WOMAN who experi¬ 
enced first-hand the loneli¬ 
ness of a cancer diagnosis 
has set up a charity for those 
going through the same. 

Jackie Beaumont first noticed 
something was wrong around 
five years ago when she started 
having trouble swallowing. 

Not suspecting cancer, she put 
off visiting a GP for several 
months. 

She said: "The last thing on my 
mind was cancer, to be honest I 
didn't really give it a thought. I 
felt silly going to my GP. I 
thought it was nothing." 

She was sent for an endoscopy 
- a procedure which uses a 
video camera to look inside the 
body - and experts found a 
tumour of around 4-5cm at the 
top of her oesophagus at the 
base of her neck. 

After treatment, including 
chemotherapy, radiotherapy and 
surgery, Ms Beaumont is now 
well on the road to recovery. 

But despite the 'first-class 
treatment' she received at the 
Oxford Cancer Centre, Ms 
Beaumont felt more could be 
done to support patients. 

The 56-year-old, from Aynho, 
said: "I hadn't thought it was 
serious so when I was told it was 
like hitting a brick wall head-on. 
It was incredibly scary. 

"I had two close friends that 
were absolutely marvellous, but 
at the time I was on my own.

"I had superb treatment from 
beginning to end, it really could¬ 
n't be faulted. 

"The only thing was I had no- 
one to talk to who had been 
through it, so I wanted to start an 
organisation that could help." 

She has since set up the 
Oxfordshire Oesophageal and 
Stomach Organisation (OOSO) 
and has given up her job as a 
European market director to ded¬ 
icate her time to touring wards to 
offer hope and support to other 
patients. 

Ms Beaumont said: "We are so 
incredibly well looked after in 
hospital. 

"It concerns me that some 
people don't have anyone to talk 
to at home - simple things like 
advice on what food to eat, and 
how to look after yourself. 

"People become incredibly 
weak and lose a lot of weight. 

"Patients may need reminding 
that day-to-day tasks like wash¬ 
ing, ironing, making the bed or 
walking the dog may need 
rethinking. 

"You have to make sure when 
you go out, you can get home." 

Ms Beaumont said she hoped 
in the future the OOSO could be 
a blueprint for support groups 
across the country. 

She said: "We want people to 
be aware there is help out there."

Plant your drought 
garden 


Less watering doesn’t have 
to mean less gardening 


T here may be a ban on using your hosepipe 
but that doesn’t mean your garden has to 
be neglected. 

Celebrity gardener Charlie Dimmock is 
encouraging a more water-efficient way to 
garden and has said drought-resistant plants are 
the way forward. 



She said: “Gardeners love to spend time outside 
in the spring and summer tending to their lawns 
and arranging their plants - that doesn’t have to 
change but we need to take a different approach 
this year.” 

“It’s been one of the driest two-year periods on 
record and we have to make sure we all work 
together to enjoy our gardens, but also to be 


responsible and considerate. We need to make 
sure there is enough water to go around because 
we don’t know when it will rain next.” 

“If you plan your drought garden you can get 
as much enjoyment out of tending plants which 
are better equipped to deal with a drier soil like 
lavender and bergenia. Using less water will also 
save you money if you are on a water meter.” 

Richard Aylard, Thames Water’s sustainability 
director, said: 


“We want people to work with the 
ban, not against it. We fully understand 
the limitations this puts on people, 
especially keen gardeners, but we 
wouldn’t be putting the ban in place if 
we didn’t need to. Saving water now 
will make it less likely that we will need 
to bring in tougher restrictions later in 
the year.” 


“After such a dry two years we have to prioritise the 
most important uses of water. That means keeping 
everyone’s kitchen and bathroom taps supplied has 


to take precedence over manicured lawns.” 

“Gardeners gave us a lot of help in 2006 when 
we last needed to bring in a ban to save water 
and we’re counting on them to do their bit again 
this year.” 

Water-saving tips for gardeners from the Royal 
Horticultural Society and the Horticultural 
Trades Association: 

• Don’t worry about established lawns turning 
brown. This shows the grass has stopped 
growing, but most lawns will recover 
completely when the rain returns. 

• If you need to water plants, do it in the morning 
or late in the evening when evaporation is 
minimal. 

• Be sure to deliver water directly to the base 
of plants. 

• Plant trees and shrubs in well-rotted, water- 
retaining compost and cover soil with a 2-3" 
(5-7cm) layer of mulch. 

• Don’t cut lawns too short, as longer grass sends 
down deeper roots and provides more shade. 

• Collect rainwater off greenhouse, shed, garage 
and house roofs in water butts. 


• Collect and re-use grey water from the bath or 
kitchen sink to water plants. 

• Mix water-storing granules in with potting 
compost when planting up tubs and hanging 
baskets. 

• Keep borders well weeded as weeds compete 
for moisture. 

• Use a bigger pot and more compost to cool the 
soil and conserve moisture. 

• Provide shelter by planting in a spot that 
is protected by walls, fences, hedges or 
other plants. 

• Whether it’s wood chippings, gravel or 
organic compost, a layer of mulch around 
the base of plants not only helps to reduce 
evaporation but also reduces the presence of 
weeds - which compete with plants for water. 

• Make sure paved areas have planting areas 
to drain towards - that helps to use available 
rain water. Never drain patios or terraces into 
mains drainage.

Former rectories 
on the market

TWO former rectories near 
Banbury could be the answer to 
househunters' prayers. 

The Old Rectory in Wroxton is on 
the market for £645,000, while The 
Old Rectory in Balscote is priced at 
£725,000. 

The Wroxton house is stone-built 
with a thatched roof and has been 
restored but still has its period features 
intact. 

The sitting room still includes the 
original flagstone floor, beamed ceiling, 
window seats and shutters plus an 


inglenook fireplace with an open fire. 

A second sitting room/dining room 
also has a working fireplace, a window 
seat and a beamed ceiling. The kitchen 
is equipped with an Aga cooker and a 
Belfast sink. 

The master bedroom has a window 
seat and an ensuite shower room and 
there are three more bedrooms, one in 
the former attic. 

The Old Rectory in Balscote is 
grade-ll listed and dates back to the 
18th century.

heart into Soul 


By David Duffy 


FOR some people a compact car 
that is practical, economical and 
reliable is just not enough. Some 
demand a liberal dash of personali¬ 
ty. It is for those demanding folk 
that the fun-to-drive Kia Soul was 
created. 

Designed to have the charm of the 
Oxford-built Mini and the desirabil¬ 
ity of the funky Fiat 500, with the 
flavour of a 4x4, the Soul has been 
given a top-to-bottom freshen up for 
2012. A massive hit in the United 
States which has taken more than 40 
per cent of all sales worldwide, the 
Korean-built 'urban crossover' now 
offers increased performance with 
lower fuel consumption and 
improved emissions, six-speed 
transmissions as standard on all 
versions and a boost to interior qual¬ 
ity and specification. 

Kia says there are two main types 
of customer — lifestyle buyers aged 
18-39, and the young-at-heart aged 
45-60, who are downsizing from a 
larger car. 

Priced from about £12,500, the 
Soul is a five-door, five-seat, front- 
wheel-drive hatchback, but the key 
advantage of its unusually high 
roofline and generous wheelbase is 
that it gives the interior a whopping 
amount of space. 

Slip in behind the four-spoke 
steering wheel, with its audio 


control buttons, and the first thing 
you notice is the high driving posi¬ 
tion, a much-loved feature of larger 
sports utility vehicles and people 
carriers. The cockpit, with its clear 
three-dial instrument cluster, is com¬ 
pact and sporty. 

Standard specification on all 
models includes air conditioning, 
all-round electric windows, remote 
central locking and six airbags. 

The test car, which sat on 1 6-inch 
alloys, was powered by a 126 horse¬ 
power turbodiesel engine linked to a 
six-speed automatic gearbox, which 
replaces the former four-speed 
transmission. Also available is a a 
new direct-injection petrol engine 
developing 138 horsepower — up 
14bhp on the previous 1.6-litre. 

On the move, the Soul is quiet 
and refined on smooth roads, and 
keeps its composure well on uneven 
surfaces. Safety systems are compre¬ 
hensive, ranging from electronic sta-

bility control to anti-lock brakes. For 
2012, these safety measures have 
been supplemented by vehicle sta¬ 
bility management, which uses sen¬ 
sors to detect when one side of the 
car is on a more slippery surface 
than the other and then intervenes to 
stabilise the car and hill-start assist 
control, which prevents the car 
rolling backwards on inclines.

Diesel price set to roar past £1.50 a litre mark 


IT SEEMS like a very long time since 
the Budget speech had any good 
news in it, regardless of which 
side of the House was doing the 
talking. 

Any hopes of the motorist getting a 
break in the 2012 Budget were 
dashed as Chancellor George 
Osborne announced that the 
planned fuel duty rise in August 
this year would go ahead. 

On August 1, a fuel duty increase of 
3.02p will take effect, which 
could see diesel prices easily 
top 150p per litre, if the price of 
crude continues rising. 

Edmund King, AA president, said: 
"At a time of record prices at 


the pumps, the August increase 
in duty is a budget blow-out 
which will force drivers off the 
road and could bring a summer 
of discontent for many. 

"We have heard much about tax 
allowances but the increase in 
fuel duty makes no allowance 
for car-dependent, rural and 
disabled drivers. 

"Only last week, the Prime Minister 
told American students that UK 
fuel prices would make them 
'faint', yet the Government 
seems intent on inflicting more 
pain for no gain on drivers. 

"Ironically, such a hike in duty does¬ 
n't necessarily help Govern¬ 


ment finances as people will cut 
spending at the pumps and in 
shops, and could fuel inflation." 

What this will do is make all drivers 
ever more fuel-savvy. Vehicle 
Excise Duty has also increased, 
although this is an as-expected 
change in line with inflation. 
Cars in bands A to C have no 
increase, bands D-J rise by £5 
for 12 months, band K by £10, 
while bands L and M rise £15. 

So the desirability of small, fuel- 
efficient cars will be main¬ 
tained, all of us will pay closer 
attention to our driving and the 
world will be a cleaner place — 
at least that's the theory.
